this Realme ſhall appoint, raiſe and continue ſuch a convenient number of Armed men 
of Horſe and Foot, during the preſent troubles and diftempers of this Realme , as 4he ſaid 
Counties respeftively ſhall thinke fit , and that it Jhall be lawfull for every fuch Countie by 
licence-of His Majeſtie, or his chiefe Governour or Governowrs of this Kingdome to pro- 
vide and +mport Armes. and Amunition for the ſaid men, and theſaid (ſounties reſpeftive- 
ly at their Elefion to appoint (ommanders over the ſaid Forces for the defence of each of 
the ſaid Counties, and for His Miajeſlies further Servicenn this Kingdome. eAnll to aſ- 
feſſe,collett and lewie, as equally as theycan, money for providing Armes and Ammnition, 
and for ſuch competent «2M aintenance For the ſupport of the [aid Horſe and Foot in every 
of the Jaid (rounties reſpetively, andm Juch manner and forme as every of the ſaid Coun- 
ties in their diſcretions reſpeftively ſhall thiuke fit, while they ſhall continue in their proper 
Counties reſpeflively. Andit is Further ordered that the Sheriffe of every ſuch Countie fhall 
aſſemble the Lords Gentlemen and Freeholders thereof a fter timely and convenient notice 
unto them givenof the time and place of meeting,for the ſpeedie accompliſhment of the pre- 
miſſes, and of all other things thereunto conducing, as often as the Service ſhall require the
